of Donald Gordon chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board and 
pivot of the price control effort, It 
was the main point stressed in the 
twenty minute interview. Said he: 

“Retail prices) are what count— 
the price you pay) when you buy 
things at the stores and Canadian 
women do over 80 pér cent of all 
the retail buying in Canada, The 
houze wife and the retail merchant 
need to do the job together in see- 
ing that retail prices do not rise 
above the highest irices of the ‘basic 
period September 15th to October 
11th. 

“We would like every woman who 
does the family buying to keep her 
own record of prices at the differ- | 
ferent stores where she trades, Such 
a record will enable her to work 
with the store keeper in watching ; 
that prices do not go up. We also} 
ask housewives not to insist on hav- 
ing gifods extravagantly pinckagied 
and to be ready to accept fewer 
lines, ‘This will ease the store keep- 
er’s position as he must make econ- 
omies and restrict varieties of mer- 
chandies in order to offset the reduc- | 
tion of profits which he will have to 
accept, By shopping carefully the! 
housewife can do much to make the | 
plam of price control work efficiently | 
and thus will make a major contri- | 
bution towards winning the war.” | 

Donald Gordon wants to make 
clear that the Board has not fixed one | 
level of prices for all stores. Prices 
may vary from store to store as in | 
the past or as between towns and | 
cities or provinces, ‘The important 
point” he emphasised, is that prices 
obtaining in each individual store 
during the basic period must not be | 
exceeded in that store.” He Doris

Therefore housewives are asked 
to bear in mind that the prices of sim- 
ilar commpdities may vary in dif- 
ferent stores; that a merchant may 
meduce his prices for sales or otuer 
Teasons amd may aiso raise them, but 
not above the basic period icvel; 
that variations may occur in seasonai 
prices on such items as eggs, veg- 
etables, fruits, etc. Particulariy 
should every house wife remeiiber 


this fact: “The prices YOU co 
down will he the highest prices! 
charged at the stores where YOU 
shop.” 


Some people are puzzjed about the 
exact reason for invoking) the price | 
ceilirjg law and for setting up the 
machine required to make it work. | 
Mr, Gordon has explained the threat 
of spiralling prices and the havoc | 
that would [be wrought without 
rontrol. i 

“Inflation shows itself in a vicious 
circle of rising prices and rising 
costs. As a nation at war we must 
spend. huge sums of money to buy 
the materials of war. We soon begin 
to bid against ourselves for materials 
and cymmodities which we want to 
have, both for war and for ordinary 
uses. We bid against ourselves and 
prices start to rise, Since qne man’s 
prices are another man’s costs, each 
price increase generates other price 
increases, leading to wage and sal- 
ary increases, 

“This starts the vicious circle. As 
wages ond other costs rise in the 
chase after prices we have mora 
money to spend in bidding against 
ourselves and we thus force prices 
higher and higher. Wages and sal- 
eries are always bound to lag be- 
hind prices, ‘We soon have disputes. 
and confusion ,with hardships falling 
more and mpre unfairly on people 
with smal] incomes and modest 
savings. {We begin to find that our 
dollar of savings has shrunk to a 
fraction of its original value in 
terms of living costs, We have a 
country seized with fear and dis- 
ruption. In such a state no country 
can hope to wage war. It would mean 
defeat of our war effort and later 
a swift toboggan slide to a_ state of 
collapse’ ’

Secondary Materials pee 


War has brought about many changes and among them is the increas- 


ing importance attached to the salvaging of waste materials. 


“Junk” once 


a term used with some derision, has become a foremost factor in our war 


effort. 


There are probably few homes in the Dominion which have not 


been cleared of unused metals and other things which we are asked to 
save, and there are few householders who do not thriftily save newspapers, 
rags, fats and bones, for the collectors who doubtless appear regularly for 
those articles now designated as “salvage,” 

That these efforts on the part of individuals in all parts of the Do- 
minion must in no small way help in our war effort is apparent when we 
consider that certain guns can be made entirely of scrap metal, and that 
the addition of scrap to pure iron ore increases greatly the production 


of steel, 


The value of paper, cardboard and cartons is also very great. At pres- 
ent thirty-five per cent. of the paper produced in Canada is going into the 
war effort, and the importance of avoiding waste of any paper or card- 


board is very great. 


Rags, too, are very valuable. 


Last year four million 


dollars’ worth of rags were imported into Canada for use in ammunition 
and explosive factories, and in airplane plants, where the necessity of large 
supplies of rags is essential for cleaning tools and other purposes.

Important Items 


Fats and bones also have their part in furthering the war effort. 


Last 


year one million dollars’ worth of bone products were imported for use in 
sugar refineries, for fertilizers, and other purposes for which it is essential. 
Fats are used for making glycerine, a very important material in war- 
time, and in making soap, so that every piece of fat and bone is an import- 


ant item for defence.

When German planes set fire 
to munitions piled on a jetty, he 
brought his command, the anti-sub- 
marine vessel Arab, in against the 
structure and fought the flames until 
they were under control. 

With the Arab, a small craft 
carrying a crew of 50, he took off 
2,000 French Chasseurs, in ten trips, 
and placed them aboard troopships. 
Then he set up a small fortification 
ashore and fought off approaching 


|German forces until the evacuation 


was completed. 


Lieutenant-Commander Stannard 


was the last to leave Namsos. Al- 
though considerably damaged, the 
Arab reached Britain, while four other 


vessels sank under constant pound- 
ing of German air and land bombard- 
ment, 

In civilian life, Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Stannard was chief officer of 
an Orient Line steamship. He is mar- 
ried and has two young children. 
His wife drives an ambulance for 
the American Eagle Squadron in the 
Royal Air Force.

This is an appeal to the women of Canada. There is 
one vital part of our war effort which depends on you. 

Your government has placed a ‘‘ceiling’’ on retail 
prices. You are the buyers of four out of every five dollars 
worth of all the goods sold in this country. Your 
whole-hearted help is needed in this price control plan. 
If every woman does her part, it cannot fail. 


Its success will be a big step on the road to victory. 
Its failure would be a serious blow to our war effort. 
You can tip the balance towards success. 

Will you, then, undertake to make the successful 
control of commodity pices an established fact? We 
know you will. And we know that when you undertake 


this task it is as good as done. 


This is the work you are asked to do 


1. Make a list of commodities 

We want you to sit down today and make a list of the 
things you buy from week to week and from month to month. 
Write down food and clothing items in particular, because 
these account for the biggest share of your expenditures. But 
we want you to list those articles you buy at the drug store, 
hardware store, and other stores, too. 


2. Make notes about quality 

Now go over your list again and mark down the necessary 
details about quality, type, grade and size. Then when making 
future purchases you will be able to compare values as well 
as prices, 


Prices May be Different in Different Stores 


There has always been a difference in prices in different 
stores—even stores in the same locality. This may depend 


on the kind of service the store gives, or the way it oper- 
ates, Some stores, for instance, have delivery service, give 
credit, or provide other extra services, 


Under the new Price Ceiling Order there will still be 


differences in picet at different stores. The new price 
regulations will not do away with competition. The high- 
est prices in any particular store must not be higher than 
the highest prices in force in that store during the period 
September 15 to October 11, They may be a little lower 
or a little higher than the prices in other stores, 


The prices you will mark down will be the highest 
prices charged at the store where you shop,

Make it your permanent check list— 
your personal safeguard against any further rise in prices. 


A Few Points to Remember 


1, The ceiling price is noc necessarily the price you 
paid. It is the highest price at which the store sold the 
particular item between September 15 and October. 11, 

2. A merchant may reduce his prices for‘sales or other 
reasons—he may also raise them provided they do not go 
above the ceiling price. 

3. Variations in seasonal prices on fresh fruits and 
vegetables are permitted. Rulings on seasonal markets will 
be announced from time to time by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board in newspapers and over the radio. 

4. Fill out your price list without botheting your mer- 
chant; In many cases he is making a financial sacrifice to 
sell under the price ceiling. The war has left him short- 
staffed and the Christmas rush is on,
